The Jewish Board of Guardians, 
despite the increase of its depart- 
mental expenditure during 1954 and 
an over-all annual deficit of over 
623.000. is to expand its welfare 
activity in new directions. The Board 
will at the same time reduce its com- 
mitments in other spheres where its 
work has become less necessary. 


This was stated at the meeting of the 
Board. heid under the chairmanship of 
the President, Mr. Justice Karminsk), at 
127 Middlesex Street, E.1, last week. 

The Board received reports from its 
various departments and committees and 
the accounts for 1954 for its approval 
hefore preseniauion to the forthcoming 
annual mecting of the Boards contri- 
hutors and. subscribers. The Cha:rman 
welcomed the Hon. Ewen E. S. Montagu, 
CBE. QO President of the Unied 
Synagogue. who has recently become a 
member of the Board. 

Introducing the report of the Executive 
Commiticc. the Chairman, Mr. Ellis A. 
Franklin. O.B.E., said that their new 
premises in Charlotte Street, W.1, would 
provide spacious accommodation for the 
officials and beneficiaries of the Board. 


The cost of the new building would be 
in the of £100,000, but it was 
hoped io realise about half of that 
amount by the disposal of the present 


premises and site 

The plans for the new building were 
adopied by the Board. 

Several members suggested that it 
might be useful to retain at least a con- 
sulting room of the Board in the East 
End for the benefit of the very poor. 
for whom a journey to the West End

The rabbis rule, on the 
basis of those Biblical verses in 
which the duty of eating matzot 
and the prohibition of chametz are 
placed in juxtaposition, that matzot 
can be made only from dough 
which can become chametz. Dough 
of wheat, barley, or oats, which can 
ferment, may be for matzot, 
but dough of rice or millet, which

help of Isracl if she were —a by 
the Arab states, he replied “: 

“That is where we 
declared. “ That is the obligation we 
have towards Israel. Whether by putting 
that into a treaty or some other form 
might make it more binding is arguable, 
but what is not arguable is that this is a 
Tripartite Declaration, not a _ Bilateral 
Declaration between us and Isracl. It is 
one in which the lt) S.A. and France are 
engaged with us. 

The Position is that we are prepared, 
if an arrangement can be arrived at on 
these matters which will bring peate in 
this area, to lend our name and our 
authority to underwrite this arrangement 
if we think it is a fair and a reasonable 
onc.” 

Sir Anthony said he had no illusions 
about the difficulty of negotiations. It 
was tragic that ge time it appeared that 
the atmosphere had slightly improved 
and that something could be done, an 
incident occurred and the whole thing 
flared up again. The Government, he 
declared. had ideas of its own and it 
would be ready to do what it could. | 

Meanwhile, the Tripartite Declaration, 
and especially the statement he made in 
the House. was “a powerful shield to 
Isracl.”’ hey had wise rulers who 
would not disregard or wunderrate its 
importance 

Mr. ANTHONY Nutiinc, Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs, opened the 
debate. and he was soon involved im a 
clash with Mr. EMANUEL ‘SHINWELI 
(Lab.. Easington) on the position of Israel 
in relavion to the Pact. 


Specific Guarantee 


Mr. Nutting had said there was 
nothing in the Pact which meed threaten 
weaken. or cause anaxkty to any Siate in 
the Middle East. It was directed against 
no one in the area, against no Slate, or 
group of States. Indeed it respecied the 
independence of all countries and offered 
a specific guarantee to any States which 
acceded to it. 

He pointed out that Article 3 of the 
Pact provided that the contracting parties 
should refrain from any  interierence 
whatsoever in each other's internal 
affairs. That guarantee, he added, would 
apply not only to the original parties but 
to all acceding States. 

lt was at that point that Mr. Shinwell 
intervened, pointing out that Mr. Nutung 
had referred to the pact as not constrtut- 
ing a — to any of the States in the 
Middic East. which had the right to 
accede 

“Is it not true,” he asked, “ that as 
a ‘result of exchanges of letters and 
rephes between Turkey and Iraq-—l agree 
that the Foreign Secretary dissociated 
himself from these—Isracl could not be 
allowed to accede to the Pact?” 

Mr. Nutting replied that Israel was 
not. under existing circumstances, in a 
position to accede to the Pact because 
it was open for accession lo any member 
of the Arab League or any other State 
actively concerned with security and peace 
in the region and which was fully 
recognised by both the High Contracting 
Parties. Therefore the guarantee of 
non-interference applied only to those 
States which were in a position to accede 
to tm Pact. 


Greater Security

He added: “ This is the progressive 
and democratic State in which a consider- 
able number of Arab citizens § are 
politically free and enfranchised and 
enjoy the same social services as Jews. 
It is a pity that this situation should 
exist.” 

Mr. Morrison said that the series of 
pacts Iwith the Arab states] was bound 
have repercussions and imcrease the 
apprehension on the part of Israel, 

which at least ought to be just as much 
a friend of Britain as the Arab Siates 
(cheers). 

He quoted a statement by the Isracli 


Prime Minister on the Turkish-Iragqi 
Treaty, which declared that the treaty 
was a danger to the security of Israel, 


and said that he thought that comment 
was feasonable and fat 

After pointing out that Israel was 
specifically excluded from the possibility 
of becoming an accessory to the pact, 
Mr. Morrison declared that he did not 
think the Government's position vis-a-vis 
isracl was by any means satistactory. 
There was a danger. he said. that the 
Arab States might feel that Israel was 
isolated and that therefore there was no 
obligation to try to setth “the rather 
foolish position’ of over five years of 
ccase- fire. more or less, without peace. 

‘We should be careful that we are 

not being over one-sided about this 
matter.” he declared. “and we should 
still go ahead with determined efforts to 
bring the parties togvther with a view to 
this utterly unsatisfactory and dangerous 
situation being brought to an end, not 
merely in the interests of Isracl but in 
the interests of the Arab States as well.’

JEWS AT HARROW 
Tribute to Late Head 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE 


SIR, Ihe recent letter § of your 
correspondent Mr. C. C. Aronstfield. 
prompts me to place on record an 
appreciation of the enlightened out- 
look of the late Mr. A. P. Boissier.

Sufficient tribute cannot be paid oO a 
very English gentleman, who, in one of 
lellers tO my parents, wrote: When 
a boy 1s at Harrow we do not mind what 
his religious views are so long as he 
conforms to the school curriculum and 
periods of work.” Due to his influence 
special arrangements were made for me 
to observe the dietary laws, and I never 
had to niringe the Sabbath. 

Of course, the headmaster was abls 
assisied im his attiude by a no less 
liberal-minded staff, and this in turn 
affected the outlook of the school as a 
whole. km particular | must mention 
the housemaster of * Druries."” Mr. K. § 
Snell, who made my Friday nights so 
many pleasurable events 

As the only Jew in my class. I partici- 
pated m a number of open discussions 
on a variety of ¢ hristian-Jewish relation- 
ships. One topic [ well remember being 
discussed was “the immigration of the 
Jews to this country from Russia at the 
close of the nineteenth century.”” Another 
subject was “the affinity between the 
Christian and Jewish Faiths.” The 
school clet gy were admirable candidates 
for the Council of Christians and Jews 

There was always a_ well-informed 
atmosphere about the debates which did 
credit to a form which included the head 
of the school. H. P. G. Cholmondeley 
(later to be killed in action while serving 
with the Grenadier Guards). and a num- 
ber of monitors and heads of houses. who 
together subsequently represented almost 
a composite unit of the Household 
Brigade. 

It must not be forgotten that the 
names of some of the most distinguished 
Anglo-Jewish families are for ever 
enshrined on the honours boards of the 
school. and many an illustrious Gentile 
name has above or beneath it inscribed 
in fellowship such names as Mocatta. 
Henriques, Seligman. and D'Avigdor 


Goldsmid ' Mr. Anthony de Roth- 
schild was head of the school when he 
was at Harrow. and the science schools 


were the gift of the Rothschild family.

A Perplexing Problem 
To the Editor of Tue Jewtsu Curonicie 


Sin.—Under the heading “ Prince 
and Prophet,” the writer of the Sermon 
of the Week. in your issue of 
March 18, deals interestingly and 
imstructively with the relationship 
between religion and politics. In lucid 
language he states: “The prophets 
know that we need the politician. They 
avoid the dualism which tears asunder 
the wholeness of life into - two 
unconnected spheres, the one political, 
the other religious The Kingdom of 
Priests, the society which has beaten 
the swords into ploughshares. lives in a 
world of men who have not yet done 


so. This imposes on the leaders of 
the Jewish community a_ political 
office.”

Dr. Salis Daiches, a foremost cxponcent 
of Jewish wisdom (to whom I owe a 
lasting debt for his guidance in my earlier 
years in Edinburgh), was always aware 
of the significance of the political factor 
in the domain of religion.

within the ranks of young Jewry. Mos 
men toil feverishly for spoils which hay 
no real value: with the passage of time 
we begin to realise that everything worth 


while in life originates in the spiritual! 
depths of human nature. But the 
spiritual and the political are not 


diametrically opposed ; on the contrary. 
the one is the complement of the other 
Pascal reminds us that “the true Jews 
and the true Christians have one and the 
same religion": just as “all persons of 
culture have the same nationality,” and 
do not succumb to what Heine satirically 
called die patriotische Ueberkraft, the 
chauvinistic, superabundant patriotism 
with which we are all so sadly familiar.

ANNIVERSARY 


40,000 at Ramat Gan 
Pageant 


JERUSALEM 

Thousands of soldiers took part im 
a vast pageant at the Ramat Gan 
Stadium last week to mark the tenth 
anniversary of the Jewish Brigades 
going into action against the Germans 
in Italy. 

Participants included veterans of the 
Jewish battalions which fought in the 
First World War, and of the Zion Mule 
Corps. Volunteers who served with the 
Briush forces in the Second World War 
took part in a parade through Tel Avivs 
main street, where the Minister of 
Defence, Mr. Ben-Gurion, took the salute. 

In an address to the veterans, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion issued a warning to both Jordan 
and Egypt. Israel's enemies in the cast 
and south, he said, should take note that 
“their hostile intentions against the 
imegrity of Israel will be met by a Jewish 
force which can develop deserts, live at 
peace with us neighbours, or wipe out 
any aggressor, as it did in October, 1945, 
and at Gaza a month ago.’ 


The British Ambassador, Mr. J. W. 
Nicholls, read a message from Sir 
Anthony Eden at the Ramat Gan 


pageant, which was attended by 40,000 
people. Sir Anthony said: “I send my 
cordial greetings to former members of 
the Jewish Brigade group on this tenth 
anniversary of their entry into the line 
in Italy. We remember with gratitude 
their. valuable contribution to the Allied 
cause.” 

The Ambassador recalled that Britain, 
together with its allies, great and small. 
had twice in a generation fought for 
survival and freedom. In both wars Jews 
had played a worthy and gallant part 
as individuals, within allied units, and in 
Jewish units. ““ We remember with grati- 
tude the Zion Mule Corps, the Jewish 
battalions of the Royal Fusiliers, those 
who took part in the Eighth Army. as 


well as the 4.000 members of the A_T.S. 
and W.A.A‘F..” he said. Sir Winston 
Churchill's invitation for the formation 


of a Jewish Brigade was the climax of a 
long record of brave and devoted service 
by Jews, he added.—4J.C. Correspondent 
and J.T.A,.) 


HIGHER BUS FARES IN 
ISRAEL 


Egged’s “ Bankruptcy ” Warning

HAIFA 
Egged, Israeli transport 
co-operative, has announced that it 
will be bankrupt within two years 
unless bus fares are raised above the 


6 per cent suggested recently by an 
inquiry commission. The Histadruy 
has. recommended a 14. per cent 


increase in fares. 

Ihe inquiry commission § established 
that Egged officials enjoyed an _ exces- 
sively high rate of remuneration and that 
the main difficulty in the way of granting 
the public cheaper and better transport 
services was the refusal of the members 
of the co-operative to lower their wages, 


considered to be the highest in_ the 
country, 

Ihe Egged co-operative enjoys a 
monopoly im Israel; no competition on 


the roads 1s allowed by the Government. 


NOBEL PRIZE WINNERS AT 
REHOVOT

REHOVOT 

Two Nobel Prize winners have 
arrived here for a month’s visit as the 
guests of the Weizmann Institute of 
Science. 

‘are Professor Felix Bloch, of 
Stanford University, California, who 
at present Director-General of the Inter- 
national Commuttee for Nuclear Research. 
at Geneva, and Professor Fritz A. Lip- 
mann, Professor of Biological Chemistry 
at Harvard Medical School and head of 
the Biochemica] Research Laboratories 
at the Massachusetts General Hospital. 

Professor Bloch, one of the advisers 
to the Weizmann Institute on the con- 
struction of the proposed Physics Inst:- 
tute here, won the Nobel Prize for 
Physics in 1952. Professor Lipmann won 
the Nobel Prize for Medicine and Physio- 
logy in 1953, together with Professor 
H. A. Krebs, of Oxford University, who 
is also a Jew.

GROWING DISCRIMINATION IN EMPLOYMpyy 
American Jewish Congress Survey 


From our Own Correspondent 
New YorK 
Discriminatory practices by employ- 
ment agencies in New York are 
increasing, according to a survey con- 
ducted by the American Jewish 


Congress. 


The survey shows that more than 70 
per cent of the 222 commercial employ- 


ment agencies here accept telephone 
orders be “white Protestant steno- 
graphers. Such an order, of course, 


violates the New York State Law Against 
Discrimination. 

In submitting the results of the survey 
to Mr. Averell Harriman, the Governor 
of New York. and leading nrembers of 
the State Legislature, Mr. Herman L. 
Weisman, the Chairman of the organisa- 
tion’s Commission on Law and Social 
Action, urged the enactment of Bills now 
before the Legislature to strengthen the 
presem, Anti-Discrimination Law.

BENNIKE’S ANTI-ISRAELI 
PRONOUNCEMENTS 


Danish Criticism of Ex-Truce 
Chief

COPENHAGEN 

Recent anti-Israeli pronouncements 
made publicly by General Vagn 
Bennike, the former Chief of Staff of 
the U.N. Truce Supervision Organis- 
ation in Palestine, have caused con- 
siderable concern here. 

As a result the Danish League for 
Tolerance has asked the Foreign Ministry 
to intervene and to make it clear that, 
although General Benntke's declarations 
were made while he was in Army uniform, 
they represented merely the views of a 
private citizen. In his statements General 


Bennike criticised the U.N. decision to 
create the State of Israel. as well as 
several aspects of Israeli politics. His 


activities, it is feared here, may harm 
Israeli-Danish relations. 

If the. Foreign Ministry does not 
intervene, the League intends to appeal 
to the United Nations. 


STORY OF A KOPPEL

New Yor«K 
A student at the Bachad Farm 
School at Jamesburg, New Jersey, 
has had to pay $5 costs in connection 
with a charge of careless driving, but 
he won court recognition of his right 


to appear in court with his head 
covered. 
As reported last week, the student, 


Jonah Wurzberger. refused to remove his 
koppel when he first appeared in court, 
but finally did so under protest. The 
magistrate postponed the case and told 
Wurzberger to appear in court (five days 
later) with a statement from his superiors 
Stating whether students must wear their 
hats in court. If that was the religious 
law, the magistrate said, he would allow 
Wurzberger to wear his hat. 

Wurzberger later appeared in court 
with a letter signed by two rabbis (one 
at the farm, the other from a neighbour- 
ing town) stating that it was the obliga- 
tion of an Orthodox Jew to keep his head 
covered at all times. The magistrate 
accepted this ruling and allowed Wurz- 
berger to keep his head covered.

THIS week's issue of Tae JewtsH CHRONICLE 
will reach our readers on Wednesday, the 
eve of Passover, when Jewry will again be 
preparing to follow the Scriptural injunction 
that has been faithfully observed for over 
three thousand years: “In the first month, 
on the fourteenth day of the month at dusk, 
is the Lord’s passover. And on the fifteenth 
day of the same month is the feast of 
unleavened bread unto the Lord ; séven days 
ye shall eat unleavened bread.” Accord- 
ingly, om the eve of Nisan 15, every Jewish 
household will be inaugurating the. Festrval 
with the time-honoured Seder Service, which 
commemorates that never-to-be-forgotten 
occasion when our people was redeemed by 
God for its historic destiny. “ It was a night 
of watching unto the Lord for bringing them 
out from the land of Egypt : this same night 
is a might of watching unto the Lord for 
all the children of Israel throughout their 
generations.” In the Hagada, which embodies 
the prayers and ceremonies of the Seder 
Service, 1s enshrined a wealth of thought and 
reflection about the everlasting significance 
of this Festival of Freedom. 

Our thoughts are carried back to the 
mighty Egyptian Empire, which was the 
centre of human civilisation in remote 
antiquity. About the magnificence of its 
material splendours we are constantly and 
forcibly reminded And in this regard the 
pages of the Biblical narrative have been 
strikingly corroborated by modern archzxo- 
logical discovery. Yet the might and wis- 
dom, the statesmanship and culture, the 
flourishing arts and sciences of this vaunted 
civilisation all stood condemned and doomed. 
For the treasure-cities of the Pharaohs 
were built by forced labour, and their 
dominion was founded upon the pernicious 
doctrine of a master race which denied 
human rights and dignities to others. The 
cause of the distressed and afflicted was 
vindicated by God, and this cause prevailed 
over the totalitarian power of the oppressor. 
As the Hagada reminds us, the redemption 
from Egypt stands as the symbol of Jewry’s 
deliverance throughout the ages. Many 
other domimions have come and gone since 
that of Egypt. This lesson will assuredly 
not fail to be understood by a generation 
that has witnessed both the downfall of 
Hitlerism and the establishment of the State 
of Israel. At the same time, in the present 
precarious condition of world affairs, we 
cannot but seek guidance and inspiration 
from the message of: Passover for the 
troubled future. 

It is a spiritual no less than a physical 
deliverance that this festival commemorates. 
The Hagada mentions a twofold slavery 
and a twofold liberation. “ We were slaves 
to Pharaoh in Egypt, until the Lord our 
God brought us therefrom.” And it ts also 
recorded: “Our ancestors were originally 
idolaters, but now God has brought us near 
to His service.” The whole purpose of the 
Exodus was to enable the people of Israel 
to assert their spiritual freedom from the 
false idols of mankind. It is of the very 
essence of Jewish belief that man 1s free 
to choose between good and evil. The 
present tragic situation of the world largely 
arises from the widespread feeling that the 
nations have no freedom of choice but 
must acquiesce in the employment of forces 
which menace the very existence of humanity 
upon this planet. As long as man hardens 
his heart and persists in the worship of false 
values, the threat to modern civilisation will 
continue. Let us rather regard the crisis 
that confronts us as God's challenge to help 
in hberating the souls of men from the 
bondage of fear and despair. 

The Hagada enjoins us to work and pray 
for the Passover that is yet to come. The 
cup of E.uan, which has its honoured place 
at the centre of the Seder table, is the 
symbol of the Jew’s undying hope in the 
possibility of the world’s progress and 
betterment. If the nations so will it, they 
can use their ever-increasing knowledge of 
the forces of nature in constructive tasks for 
the benefit of themselves and their fellows. 
Jews everywhere must be foremost among 
| those who are striving to turn men from 
om the ways of death and destruction to the 

me paths of life and peace. 


BOARD OF GUARDIANS 


IT is appropriate that, at this religious season 
which inculcates the practice of pmlanthropy 
and humanity, the community's attention 
should be directed to the activities of its 
premier welfare institution, the Jewish Board 
of Guardians in London. Elsewhere in this 
issue will be found authoritative articles on 
the work of this great organisation in all 
branches of social service. 


Some of the outstanding events of its 
long and memorable history are described 
in the article by Lord Conen, who, follow- 
ing in his family’s traditions of devoted 
personal service to the Board, was President 
from 1940 to 1947. He reminds us that the 
Board was founded 96 years ago, at a time 
when great numbers of impoverished refu- 
gees found asylum here from cruel persecu- 
tion abroad. The establishment of this new 
organisation was essential in order to give 
adequate aid to these “ strange poor.” From 
the first, however, the Board aimed at 
enabling the newcomers and their families 
to lead self-reliant and independent lives 
and to become worthy and respected citizens. 
It succeeded admirably in its purpose of 
giving help without pauperisation, and in 
this regard set a notable example to other 
voluntary bodies engaged in social work. 


Sir SEYMOUR KARMINSK!I, who has been 
the Board's indefatigable President since 
1947, gives an impressive survey of more 
recent developments. He calls attention to 
its pioneer work in plans and activities 
which have now become part and parcel of 
the comprehensive social services organised 
in the present-day Welfare State. In the 
post-war years the Board has established a 
network of welfare departments, which 
show the vital necessity for such voluntary 
and personal services to reinforce and 
supplement the nationalised services which 
the State provides. Government and local 
authorities maintain the closest co-operation 
with the Board’s work and are most appre- 
ciative of its worth. The very widespread 
and still increasing scope of the Board's 
activities is graphically described in the 
President's article. They are undertaken on 
behalf of all sections of the community— 
men, women, and children, the young and 
the aged—and are faithfully performed in 
the traditional spirit of Jewish rachmanut. 


Over 10,000 people were helped by the 
Board in 1954. Despite the utmost economy 
in management, the year ended with a deficit 
of £24,000 ; and there is an estimated deficit 
for 1955 of £30,000. While the number of 
contributors has increased, this represents 
only a small proportion of those who could 
assist. Unless more help is given, there is no 
hope of expansion in those fields of social 
service which are vital for the well-being of 
the community. 


THE CHIEF RABBI SIXTY 


THe 60th birthday of the Cuier Rappi 
naturally calls to mind the statement in 
“The Ethics of the Fathers” that at 60 
a man attains old age, not because in this 


.case the generalisation applies, but because 


the Cuier RABBI'S youthful vigour and ener- 
getic pursuit of duty in so many directions 
and for so many good causes suggest the 
reverse of the approach of old age. His 
office gives its holder a gruelling life. Today 
a Chief Rabbi is called upon to guide a 
divided flock, and he must often be hard put 
to it to maintain an equipoise in dealing 
with its wayward habits. No one section of 
the community realises in how many direc- 
tions different forces are pulling at a Chief 
Rabbi. There are those who would venture

The special 
difficulties which have made Rabbi Bropie's 
seven years of tenure of office so arduous 
are added to by the departure of those two 
strong coadjutors, Dayan ABRAMSK!1. (who 
happily is still active in Israel) and Sir 
Ropert WaALEY COHEN, who died only a 
comparatively short time ago. To the value 
of their counsel Rabbi Bropie has with his 
habitual generosity paid tribute. Their 


departure is one of the factors which have 
laid bare the weaknesses of the Beth Din, 
a circumstance which, coupled with the 
unfortunate illness of Dayan GRUNFELD, 


affects the Curer Rapsi very closely and- 


must have caused him great anxiety of 
late. To this and innumerable other diffi- 
cult questions which fall to be dealt with 
by the incumbent of his high office, the 
Cuier brings unbounded earnestness 
and affability. As he pauses amid many 
distractions to celebrate this important annt- 
versary he can be assured of the good will 
and high personal regard of all who have the 
privilege of being associated with him in his 
sacred work, and their good wishes for his 
and Mrs. Bropie’s happy celebration of 
many, many more birthdays. 


ANGLO-IRAQI TREATY 


A CONSIDERABLE hurry has been discerned 
in the conclusion of the new Anglo-lraqi 
Treaty, and it was doubtless no accident that 
the debate on this subject in the House of 
Commons on Monday coincided with what, 
at the time of writing, is generally regarded 
as having been Sir ANTHONY EDeN’S last 
speech as Foreign Secretary before assuming 
the mantle of Sir WinsTON CHURCHILL. In the 
debate Sir ANTHONY made out a good case for 
the new Treaty, despite the fact that it repre- 


‘sents yet another withdrawal of British force 


from the Middle East, The story which began 
with the Mesopotamian campaign in the First 
World War has virtually ended by the signing 
of the Agreement in Baghdad on Monday. 
The great bases at Habbaniyah and Shaibah 
have passed into Iraqi control and Britain is 
left only with the right to make use of them 
as occasion demands. Certainly this ts a better 
arrangement than was made with Egypt over 
the Suez base, but nobody could pretend that 
it is a victory. The best that one can say ts 
that the arrangement could have been far less 
satisfactory and that it removes Iraq's griev- 
ance against Great Britain and opens up the 
prospect of a new and happier relationship. 
In reply to the many fears which were 
expressed during the debate about the position 
of Israel in the new set-up, Sir ANTHONY again 
emphasised the Government's determination 
to stand by the Tripartite Declaration of 1950 
and to do what it could to achieve and to 
guarantee a settlement between Israel and the 
Arab States. However, his insistence that 
the settlement should cover the frontiers, the 
Jordan waters, and the Arab refugees, serves 
to underline how difficult such a settlement 
will be to achieve, By the time the next issue 
of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE appears, Mr. 
HsROLD MACMILLAN may be in control of 
Foreign Affairs and Sir ANTHONY may be in 
the Prime MINISTER'S place. When he goes, 
Sir WINSTON CHURCHILL will be:sadly missed, 
but in this context it suffices to remember that 
he has several times declared himself a staunch 
Zionist, whereas Sir ANTHONY'S background 
has tended towards a more _ pro-Arab 
inclination. 


MOUNT SCOPUS CEMETERY 


Mr. Turton, the Joint Under-Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, rendered a poor 
service to the cause of Anglo-Israeli rela- 
tions by his treatment of the question of 
the condition of the British war cemetery 
on Mount Scopus when he spoke in the 
House of Commons on March 29. Every- 
one agrees that the upkeep of this cemetery 
is a matter of great importance and one on 
which harmony should exist. The fact that 
this hallowed site has been allowed to fall 
into a state of shameful neglect is a disgrace 
for which the blame should be placed where 
it belongs. It is known that when they were 
approached on this matter the Israeli 
Government offered to remove the mines, 
which were laid in and near the cemetery 
during the Arab-Israeli war, but they were 
prevented by the refusal of the Jordan 
Government to give assurances that the Arab 
Legion would not shoot at any Jews who 
were engaged on this peaceful task. The 
Imperial War Graves Commission earnestly 
appealed to the British Government, the 
Jordan Government, and the United Nations 
Truce Supervision Organisation, under 
General Burns, for assistance. Unfortunately, 
none of them was prepared to make the 
required effort, and so, when the dismal state 
of affairs was brought to Parliament's notice, 
what was easier than to blame the Israelis— 
the one party which was prepared to do its 
fair share? It is a pity that the Foreign 
Office, which, if it really wished, could have 
solved this problem long ago, should sink 
to such a sordid device in order to excuse 
its sins of omission.

An aspect of the Board's work in 
which it takes special pride is its 
unique registry, which contains the 
most detailed records of no fewer than 
10.000 current cases. Here the work 
of the officers of the various depart- 
ments is co-ordinated to give compre- 
hensive data of the special circum- 
stances of cach individual receiving 
benefit from the Board. Some case 
histories go back many years and some 
of the folders contain almost enough 
material for a biography to be written 
of the individual concerned. 

Intent on maintaining and develop- 
ing its multiplicity of services to the 
community, and faced not only with 
a growing demand for assistance but 
with the challenge of rising costs, the 
Board four years ago, for the first 
time in its history, was forced to make 
an appeal to the community for 
financial support. The community 
have responded. and the Board now 
has the assistance of the Publicity and 
Appeals Committee, the Functions 
Committee, the Womens Campaign 
Committee, and the Guardians’ Ard 
Committee (a young people's group). 
But figures show that the financial 
nosition is deteriorating. Last year, 
the Board’s deficit was £24.000. and

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The History of a Hundred 


Years 


By the Rt. Hon. LORD COHEN, P.C. 


(President 1940-1947) 


NE hundred years of history cannot be compressed within the 
compass of a short article. Only the barest outline can be given. 
The first meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on 


March 16, 1859. 


At that time the flow of Jews coming to this country 


from the Continent, many of whom were seeking shelter from persecution 
and ill-treatment, had greatly increased. Efforts had been made to devise 
a system which would ensure adequate assistance for these “ strange poor, 


as they were termed, but the arrange- 
ments had all broken down under the 
pressure of numbers. It was essential 
and urgent to establish an effective 
and representative organisation, and 
so it was that, after much anxious 
thought and long deliberations, the 
Jewish Board of Guardians was 
founded, composed of representatives 
of three synagogues, the Great, the 
Hambro’, and the New, 

The new organisation at once 
decided that, although its immediate 
objective must be the provision of the 
actual means of livelihood for the 
poor, its ultimate goal should be to 
ensure, through self-help, a permanent 
improvement in the conditions under 
which the poor lived and worked. 
Entirely. without means, completel, 
lacking in knowledge of English, and 
accustomed under compulsion to live 
in ghettoes, the immigrants tended to 
herd together in overcrowded and 
often insanitary conditions. 


For employment most of them 
sought work in the restricted number 
of trades in. which fellow-Jews were 
engaged. Being unskilled, thei 
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earnings were small and often pre- 
carious because of long periods of 
slackness of trade. Others tried to 
earn thejr livelihood as hawkers or 
costermongers, but their lack of 
capital was a_ grievous handicap. 
Nearly all needed assistance when 
they first arrived in this country, and 
great was the pressure on the new 
Board, whose Relief Committees sat 
often and late to deal with long 
queues of applicants. However, the 
ideal of helping people to help them- 
selves was never forgotten, and as 
soon as the increasing support of the 
community made it possible, an 
Industrial Committee to help boys and 
girls to find employment in skilled 
trades was established. and a Loan 
Committee was set up to provide small 
traders with capital by means of loans 
free of interest or other charges. 
Skilled staff was engaged to visit the 
homes of the poor and do whatever 
was possible to improve their living 
conditions. In 1894 the Board's Sant- 
tary Inspector made over 4,000 visits 
In 1897 the Board was the first non- 
medical charity to deal with the 
problem. of tuberculosis, special 
Committee being appointed for the 
purpose. Later on this work was taken 
over by the State . this js an excellent 
cxample of the voluntary organisation 
aS a ploneer in social service. 


Effects of Immigration 


In 1900 political and economic con- 
ditions abroad caused a sudden and 
large ynflux of immigrants: 3,000 
lamilies were helped by the Board as 
new cases. Special machinery had 
been created to help suitable families 
lo emigrate, and many people were 
thus assisted to start life afresh in the 
Americas, Canada, South Africa. 
Australia, and New Zealand. Most 
immigrants, however, settled in Lon- 
don, and many of these relied upon 
the Board for their material needs. 
Despite these renewed claims on its 
resources, the Board not only con- 
tinued to expand jts activities but was 
increasingly adapted to the most 
modern concepts of social work. In 
1910 tt was referred to by Lord George 
Hamilton at a Mansion House meet- 
ing of Social Service Organisations as 
“a model and a standard for helping 
without pauperising.” and the Annual 
Report. of that year speaks of the 
Board's aim of “ abolishing pernicious 
doles and building up character by 
every engine of enlightened philan- 
thropy.” Although the community 
gave increasing financial assistance. 
the claims on the Board were so great 
that there always remained vital work 
could not be undertaken 
because of lack of funds. Neverthe- 
less, by 1914 the Board had under jts 
charge a Convalescent Home for 
adults and two sets of Almshouses. 
Ihe ambition of the Board continued 
to be to provide increasing facilities 
for people in need. 

Unfortunately, soon after the end of 
the First World War there was a 
serious depression in trade. Slackness 
and unemployment led to widespread 
poverty. The applications to the 
Board showed a marked increase, and 
in 1928 it was necessary to issue a 
special appeal for £50,000. In 1931 
there occurred in England what the 
Annual Report for that year described 
as “the most serious financial crisis 
in the history of man.” There was 
severe unemployment and much con- 
sequent distress. Requests poured in 
for assistance from people who had 
themselves been donors to charity in 
former times. Again there were long 
queues outside the Board's offices, but 
this time they consisted not, as in 
former years, of people newly arrived 
in the country who needed time and 
assistance to stabilise their positions, 
but of English-born men and women 
whose problems were due to causes 
which most of them found baffling 
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and jntangible, The plight of these 
people was often pitiable and heart- 
rending. Long periods of unemploy- 
ment often led to the disappearance 
from their homes of even such 
necessities as beds and bedding. 
Decent clothing was very quickly 
disposed of or worn out, and the 
health of families was often affected. 

All this meant that every part of 
the Board’s machinery was stretched 
to breaking point, Special efforts were 
made to try to help those who came 
for help for the first time, and many 
hours were spent by Committees and 
staff in trying to prevent further 
deterioration jn their circumstances, It 
will perhaps give some indication of 
the demands on the Board at this 
period to mention that in 1932 the 
amount disbursed jn direct relief alone 
was £38,000. 

In 1933, fears regarding the future 
of the Jews in Germany became a 
cruel reality, and once again the com- 
munity was faced with a_ refugee 
problem, perhaps more critical and 
poignant than ever before. At once 
the Board accepted jts share of the 
task and undertook the responsibility 
and care of those refugees who were 
of British nationality——for there were 
many who, although British-born, left 
British soil in their early childhood 
and had lived many years in Germany, 
and others who possessed dual 
nationality. which enabled them to 
claim British citizenship. From 1933 
onwards a special Committee did 
everything possible to help = and 
rehabilitate these people, the majority 
of whom had been jn good circum- 


stances but had now lost everything. 


The outbreak of the Second World 
War found the Board, now 80 years of 
age, firmly established in the confi- 
dence and esteem of the community 
and with eight Homes under its 
charge. The Board, still facing mani- 
fold and perplexing problems, was 
resolved to make the maximum 
possible contribution to the welfare of 
the community at large. It was like- 
wise anxious, as the late Miss Hannah 
F. Cohen, O.B.E., a great President, 
said in one of her cloguent Annual 
Addresses, “to deserve the reputation 
we have gained. and by the 
application of our brains to social 
problems to earn the eratitude of the 
community at large by leading the way 
to enlightened and constructive social

A special Reconstruction Committee 
was set up. and when the end ol 
hostilities came the Board was read\ 
to «meet the new conceptions of 
Social service Ihe prob ems of 
returning ex-Servicemen received 
specialls skilled and sympathetic 
attention Many were helped with 
money and professional advice to 
re-establish themselves in civil life 
Many others were he! ped with loans 
lo set up new businesses. The return 
of evacuees to London brought many 
problems of housing and resettiement 
which required much expert advice 
and assistance 

Early jn 1946 the first steps were 
taken towards the creation of a new 
Board as a Social Welfare Organisa- 
tion in the most modern sense. The 
Relief Departments and Temporary 
and Fixed Allowance Departments 
were superseded by a General Welfare 
Department which, during its. first 
year, dealt with 2.000 separate cases 
and disbursed nearly £20,000. These 
figures alone are empty, for they give 
no indication of the time and care 
spent by the Welfare Officers and 
Committees in the interest of appl 
cants. and the enormous and unceasing 
efforts made for their rehabilitation 
wherever this seemed possible This 
emphasis on rehabilitation, as con- 
trasted with simple financial relief, was 
all rmportant : for it marked the great 
difference and advance in the treat 
ment of those who sought the Board s 
aid. and set the standards for the new 
Welfare Departments which were to 
follow. 


Protecting the Young 


In 1946 the Jewish Association for 
the Protection of Girls, Women, and 
Children came. under an Order made 
by the Charity Commissioners, unde 
the administration of the Board, and 
a new Department was set up to co- 
ordinate and amplity the welfare work 
hitherto done separately by the two 
organisations. Thjs Department con- 
trols a Home for children, a Hostel for 
girls, and a Home for babies, but 
Homes are only a part of its work, and 
it’ deals with a constant flow of 
personal problems which only skilled 
and sympathetic work can solve. 

In the same year, the Welfare of the 
Aced Department was established, and 
in the nine years of its existence has 
established and controls six Homes 
and two sets of Almshouses occupied 
by nearly 400 residents, Hundreds of 
old people living in their own homes 
are befriended and visited regularly by 
the Welfare Officers, and parties and 
outings are regularly arranged 

treats” to which the old people look 
forward with eager anticipation and 
which provide something for them to 
talk about afterwards and enjoy in 
retrospect. So great are the needs of 
old people that the Board's work for 


them must continue to expand, and its. 


scope broadened to include those who 
are infirm The exjsting facilities at 
the Board's disposal are at presenti 
entirely occupied by old people who 
are at the time of their admission still 
able in. some degree to look after 
themselves 

In 1948 the National Assistance Act 
came into operation, with the conse- 
quent disappearance of the old Poor 
law. The establishment of new State 
and Local Authority machinery to 
help people in distress was of course 
an event of epic importance, and 
enabled the Board to make greater use 
of its resources and income for welfare 
purposes as distinct from what jn the 
old days would have been described 
as “ relief.” 

On April 1. 1950, the Board took 
over the responsibility for the care of 
those refugees in the care of the 
Jewish Refugees Committee, including 
120 old people in three Homes, and «a 
large number of certified and volun- 
tary patients in mental hospitals. The 
Central British Fund contributed the 
sum of £20,000 towards the cost of 
this work, and this was later supple- 
mented by a further grant of £5,000 
The Board also took over a special!

Home for the rehabilitation of people 
suffering from nervous disorders, 
which the Central British Fund had 
established some years previously. 
This work for refugeés has involved 
every aspect of welfare: there were 
many old people to be looked after 
and a large number of young persons 
who required special advice and care. 
The Board was glad of the opportunity 
to help to integrate these unfortunate 
people into the general community 
despite the heavy cost to the Board, 
which has far exceeded the assis- 
tance given by the Central British 
Fund. 

Today, the Board's aim is to place 
at the community's disposal an 
increasingly comprehensive welfare 
service. Many people are surprised 
when they learn of the existing facili- 
ties, The care of the old, and of 
women, girls, and children has been 
referred to, and reference has been 
made to the General Welfare Depart- 
ment, which is the “family case-work ~ 
section of the Board. In addition, 
there are three Convalescent Homes 
for adults and children, one with a 
school attached so that children sent 
away for long periods of convalescence 
by the sea can continue their educa- 
tion meanwhile 

There is a department which helps

| trades, and, in suitable cases, to’ take 


up professional careers, and another 
which provides special welfare and 
guidance in cases of difficulty. This 
department, the “Boys Welfare 
Department,” has a Home for Boys 
under its charge. 


Marriage Guidance 


Marriage guidance is provided by 
skilled and trained counscllors, and a 
special Sub-Committee sits to dea! 
with these intricate and often tragic 
problems. In the result many 
marriages are saved from breakdown 
and homes and (families from 
disintegrating. 

Every variety of human problem 
and difficulty is dealt with at Middle- 
sex Street, and no matter how difficult 
the task, unsparing efforts are made 
to try to help, In a _ constantly 
changing world we do our best to 
direct our work to meet changing 
needs: the Board is nearly 100 years 
old, but it is still young and vigorous 
in mind. 

The Board’s present offices have for 
long been outgrown and the staff and 
voluntary workers have carried on 
under conditions of difficulty and 
often actual djscomfort. A site has 
now been obtained in Charlotte Street 
in the West Central district, and new 
offices for the Board will, it is hoped. 
be erected in about two years from 
now. Before the decision was taken 
to move the Board's offices from thei: 
present location, a census was taken 
of the Board's applicants, and it was 
found that owing to migration of the 
Jewish population from East London. 
no hardship would be caused by the 
removal. In fact, the new site will be 
generally more easily accessible to the 
majority of our applicants. 

In 19589 the Board will celebrate its 
Centenary. No doubt a history of the 
Board will then be published which 
will describe the work which has been 
done in a hundred years. We are 
confident that its readers will find it a 
tale worth the telling. and that the, 
will be satisfied that the Board has 
willingly and faithfully carried out the 
tasks entrusted to it by the community 
for the comfort and benefit of those of 
our coreligionists in need, The nature 
of their needs has changed in recent 
years, but the needs are just as urgent 
and as insistent in their call for help. 
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A MASTERPIECE OF JEWISH ART 
Iiluminated Hagada in the British Museum

HE Department of Oriental Printed Books and Manuscripts at the 
British Museum possesses at least three outstanding examples of 
the art of the illuminator as applied to the Hagada, all of them 

executed before the end of the fifteenth century. Outstanding as these 
are, pride of place must be given to Additional MS. 14762, a really superb 
piece of craftsmanship, which can claim to be the world’s finest extant 
illuminated Hagada by a Jewish artist. 


In this copy, as in several others 
by him, the artist has fortunately 
preserved his mame as well as that of 
his patron, conscious no doubt of the 
dignity of his profession and the 
eminence which he had attained in it. 
His religious or communal name was 
Joel ben Simeon, but he was more 
familiarly known as Feibusch (the 
equivalent of Phaebus, a name to which 
the German Jews were partial as a 
secular equivalent or variant). His 
full description, as it appears in one 
of his manuscripts, was “Joel ben 
Simeon. called Feibusch Ashkenazz!. 
from the city of Cologne on the River 
Rhine.” He had also lived in Bonn 
ithe next important city on the Rhine 
south of Cologne), as we sometimes 
find him called Feibusch Bonner. 


Unrivalled Skill 


He would appear to have been born 
in the early decades of the fifteenth 
century, for we have records of a 
Hebrew manuscript written by him in 
1449. He started hfe as a Soler, a 
scribe of the Hebrew Bible, liturgies, 
and ritual works. From this compara- 
tively modest calling he graduated to 
the rank of Hluminator of Hebrew 
manuscripts, a sphere in which he was 
destined to become unrivalled. He 
now not only wrote and punctuated 
the text, but also illuminated it. His 
apprenticeship as a scribe, with its 
opportunities for various forms of 
calligraphy, had formed an admirable 
preparation for his Jater career as an 
artist 

Like so many of his fellow-artists 
in Germany, Feibusch repaired to 
Italy to complete his artistic educa- 
tion. It was most likely that at about 
the middle of the fifteenth century 
he first visited Northern Italy, as an 
illum neted Hagada by him executed 
in 1454 already shows _ Italian 
nil Ihe Renaissance was then 
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in the full tide of its many-sided 
creative activity. There can be little 
doubt that the Wanderjahre spent by 
Feibusch in Italy contributed vitall, 
to the maturing of his art. For we 
are able to trace his developmen: 
through a number of manuscripts 
executed by him, all exhibiting a 
growing mastery of artistic 
resources, until we reach the British 
Museum Hagada, which represents the 
flowering of his art, where Germanic 
and [Italian influences blend effec- 
tively. Having steeped himself in the 
artistic splendours of the Italian 
Renaissance, it would scarcely seem 
likely that Feibusch would have 
wamted to go back to live in his native 
Cologne, for most of his subsequent 
work was done for the Jews of 
Northern Italy, where the communities 
at that time and for centuries’ later 
were often of German origin. 

Something must now be said of the 
Hagada itself. It is an imposing 
volume of 49 leaves, written on 
vellum, and measuring about IS by 
11 inches. The Hagada is according 
to the German rite, with a commentars 
in the margin by Eleazer ben Judah 
of Worms, the famous rabbi who died 
in 1238. 


Handsome Writing 


The writing itself is most handsome 
and betrays the artist both in its calli 
graphy as well as in the fine sense ol! 
spacing and distribution.of the text 
It is Gothic in character, and shows 
affinities with the North Italian hands 
of the time. 

Very striking are the illuminated 
initials, which are, of great variety) 
Ihe artist displays great resourcefu! 
ness in their execution. Some have 
a plain gold ground, others, painted 
in different colours, have scroll-work 
inserted jn the spaces of the letters 
while others again have heads of 
human beings and animals introduced 
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Seated round the Seder table 


imo them and painted with remark- 
able vivacity and skill. 

Of the many fine initials, two must 
be singled out. The first, consisting 
ol the word TT, has a ground 
depicting with great delicacy a hunt- 
ing scene in the best Renaissance 
manner, probably copied from a 
lapestry, The other is a_ richly 
executed initial of where the 
blue of the Jetters js superimposed 
upon a background of ercen. The 
claborate ornamentation consists of 
“roliwork and representations of 
dragons and grotesques. Surmounting 
the imitial are two birds, one on each 
side of a vase. On the left margin 
an exquistely painted torso of ‘a 
man holding a wine-cup in his hand. 
‘Incidentally, one suspects Feibusch 
of having been fond of wine, judging 
irom the number of times he intro- 
duces the theme of the ritually 
prescribed. Four Cups into his 
miniatures.) 

But the artist's greatest skill is 
reserved for the illuminations. This 
Hagada does not embody «a regular 
cycle of Biblical illustration. but con- 
tains only a selection of subjects depict 
ing episodes in the Exodus and the 
ritual of the Seder. 


Splendid Illumination 


_ There are mosf attractively painted 
hgures in the margins. Four of them 
iiustrate the theme of “The Four 
Sons =: the Wise Man. the Wicked 
Man, the Simpleton, and the Tongue- 
tied Youth (or, as the Americans would 
say. the Dumb Joe). There is a splen- 
did full-page illumination, with a 
number of figures with well-defined 
Jewish features seated round a table 
celebrating the Seder (see illustration 
below) vividly painted vignette 
represents Rabbi Akiba and his com- 
panions at Bney Braq so absorbed in 
the narration of the Exodus that they 
had to be reminded by their disciples 
of the approach of dawn and the 
necessity for saying the Morning 
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Rabbi Akiba and his companions at Bnei Brag 


Prayers (see illustration above). Here, 
too, the Jewishness of the figures 
attracts the eye. But the whole manu- 
script ts thoroughly penetrated with 
the Jewish spirit. The most ambitious 
painting stretches right across: the 
lower half of two open pages. it 
depicts the Exodus from Egypt, with 


an astonishing wealth of detail and 
masterly execution 

Considering the maturity of crafts 
manship displayed by Fei:busch in this 
manuscript as compared with other 
extant Hagadot by him, its date cannot 
well be earlier than about 1470-80.

THE FESTIVAL OF THE CHILDREN 


By Dr. ALAN SPEARS 


HE festival of Pesach is in many ways different from the other 


Holy-days which punctuate the Jewish calendar 


This element 


of being different is sensed not only by the child who wonderingly 
inquires, but also by the father who anxiously answers. 

We have here in this father-child relationship the crux of Jewish 
traditional life. It ts not confined to the uniqueness of the Seder service, 
although it 1s then that it 1s most vividly expressed. It is symptomatic of 
all Jewish existence. It is the root and branch of such Jewish survival 


as we have the fortune to witness- in 
our day. Educationists and peda 
vogues can (and do) sneak until they 
vo blue m the face. But the secret ts 
buried there tm the egg, the shankbone, 
the herbs and wine, the wide-eyed lad 
with the questions and the father who 
knows all the answers 


fransmussibility—that is the hall 
mark of traditional observance. Where 
,ou cannot transmit from generation 
to generation the child will have 
no questions lo ask and the father 
will forget the answers anyhow, and 
the atrophy of living Judaism is 
ssured 


Orthodoxy's Advantage 


That is where Orthodoxy, as distinct 
from other doxies, clearly scores, in 
that it is so communicable. Children 
know nothing of philosophy or the 
categorical imperative, Prophetism or 
ethical Judajsm is so much pulpit 
pyrotechnics performed by harassed 
and frustrated actors, or some of them. 
who are content in the knowledge that 
their religion is highly charged with 
morals. ethics, and justice and leave it 
at that. 


But children know better and you 
can't pull the wool over their eyes ; 
they are very sensitive and prescient 
hevond their years. They are not at 
all receptive to pious liberalisms about 
freedom and slavery ; but leaning on 
cushions, eating bitter herbs and 
charoset, and hiding the afikomen is 
a world full of meaning ; and as for 
the four cups of wine, they realise 
more about what is happening in a 


state of affectionate inebriation than 
many of their fellow-guests in an 
unruffiled calm of sobnety. 
can wax more eloquent about the 
beauties of their faith because they 
know the language so much better, It 
is the babes and sucklings who know, 
precisely because they were nurtured 
in the milk of significance, meaning, 
and relevance. 


Symbolism in the long run js for the 
voung, the unspoilt and unsophisti- 
cated: that where vou find tts 
greatest strength. That is not to say 
that those at, and bevond, the age of 
discretion ought readily to discard ti 
aS an outworn garment of childhood, 
or as a toy which has ceased to speak 
or strut about the nursery floor, We 
do not, by so doing, affirm our eman- 
cipation and adulthood, but we do 
reject the youthful and spontaneous 
within us, and being adult without 
youthfulness or emancipated without 
spontaneity is so much emptiness. In 
the end we become ossified. and how- 
ever much we should like to please 
our offspring and are proud that they 
are taught and can ask the questions 
in traditional style, we cant help 
feeling that they are addressing a 
dummy who has lost the youthful 
touch and who no longer knows, not 
only how, but what, to answer. 

Pesach is above all the festival of 
symbols. The simple injunction “ Seven 
days thou shalt eat unleavened 
bread ™ has grown jnto a complicated 
corpus of rite and ceremony. But we, 
as did W. B. Yeats, go on living in an 


age where “the ceremony of innocence 
is drowned,’ where reason paramount 
has attempted and apparently suc- 
ceeded in tearing down the citadels of 
faith. Upon a closer inspection of the 
field, however, we realise that the 
fortresses are standing steadily while 
the defenders have been hypnotised 
away from their charge. It would he 
understandable if thes revolted into 
the ranks of the mvyth-busters But 
they have not. Together with some of 
their forbears in ancient Israc!, they 
halt mm the waste land between what 
the, deserted and what thev are 
poweriess to embraec. Ihey are hesi- 
tant rebels who have no ultimate 
convictions at all. neither about the 
symbols nor for the ideas which have 
been deployed to analyse them into 
disintegration Ihey are completely 
without religious assurance hey 
have lost what the child so securely 
holds, and that is an miuitive 
fauh which is impervious to the 
attack of the spurious and ine 


Learning from the Children 


Pesach is in more senses than one 
the child's festival, it is the festival of 
the child-like, of pristine faith and 
innocence unsullied by the spoiling 
influences of a spiritiess sophistication. 
Jewish tradition has travelled wisely in 
attaching so much importance to the 
young. They have always been in the 
widest sense les enfants du paradis. 
Many of us not so young have con- 
centrated too much on aridities such 
as transcendental idealism, wnaware 
that in the religious life they are 
expendable luxuries and bring us no 
nearer the paradisaical existence. We 
might, as the poet Rimbaud urged, 
return from intellectualism to ritual, 
to discover the eternal in the act of 
manipulating the temporal. Perhaps 
the children have something to teach 
us about Pesach after all: we could 
reverse the rdéles this year and ask 
them.

PESACH LEGENDS 


By AUNTIE 
HIS Wednesday evening we have 
started the Festival of Pesach, 


the Festival of our Freedom, and 
I know that you all enjoy the Seder 
service, with its fascinating celebra- 
tions and old-time songs. 

But the event which Pesach com- 
memorates is the most important in 
our history because # led to our 
receiving the Torah from God on 
Mount Sinai, and thus the people of 
Israc!| became a nation. There are 
many delightful legends told by the 
rabbis about the persecuted Jews and 


how they escaped over the Red Sea 
from slavery to freedom. 

One of these legends tells how 
Moses, accompanied by his elder 


brother, Aaron, arrived at the palace 
of Pharaoh. It was a festive occasion, 
probably Pharaoh's birthday, and 
several neighbouring princes had 
arrived to pay homage to the King 
and to offer him gifts. Each prince 
brought his own tribal god. It was 
not a matter of surprise to the palace 
guards to sce two strange men asking 
for admittance, for they appeared to 
be princes of a far-off country. So 
dignified and stately were Moses and 
Aaron that they were at once 
admitied. But inside the palace there 
was another Sters They had to con- 
fess that they had not brought any 
idol Or even any rich gifts, and angrily 
Pharaoh dernanded: “ Then why have 
you come

the River Nile.” And that explains 
the reason, say the rabbis. why the 
first plague fell on the River Nile, 
bec ause Of Pharaohs vain boast. 


At the Red Sea 


There are many legends about the 
crossing of the Red Sea. One tells 


of the anxrety of the Israelites. full 
of trust yn God. ready to enter the 
water. Each tribe wanted the privilege 


of being first to take the plunge, but 
while the other tribes stood debating 
on the beach. the tribe of Benjamin 
sprang forward and plunged into the 
sea. [his took the others by surprise, 
and the men ot Judah in particular 
were very angry, as thev thought the 
honour should have been theirs. But 
Gsod tully understood that both tribes 
were only filled with a praiseworthy 
wish to please Him. and later each 
o! Then received A reward. The 
Sanctuary was placed on the borders 
of Benjamins land, but to Judah was 
given the crown of royalty, and the 
kines were descended from his. tribe. 

Iwo very pretty legends are about 
the angels at the Red Sea While 


Israc! stood at the shore between the 


two dangers of the rolling waters and. 


the threatening army of Egypt, the 


angecis were just about to sing their 
usual morning Hymn of praise when 
Cyod Almighty hushed the heavenls 
chor and said My children ate 
in danger, you cannot sing now.” 
And ifterwards, when the Israelites 


had safels crossed the sea and 
the pursuing Egypluans were drowned 
as the waves rolled back. the 
angels again wished to sing their hymn 
of praise. But again God asked the 
angels to wart, and said: “Let my 
children sing first.” Then the children 


of Israel burst forth into the famous 
song TW" IN“ 1 will sing unto the 
Lord. for He hath triumphed gliori- 
ously.” [hen came the turn of 
Miriam, leading the women and chil- 
dren, who echoed the words of the 
song, and finally the angels had. their 
turn, and they, too, sang to the glory 
of God 

I do hope you will all spend a very 
happy Yomtov. Do please remember 
that Seder night is the special night 
for questions, and anything you can- 
not understand will be willingly 
answered by Dad. I should very 
much like a Jetter from you, telling 
me all about vour home Seder.

ELIJAH’S CUP 


Many legends are told about how 
the prophet Elijah visited poor and 
distressed people to help them out 
of their troubles. One such story 
tells us of a Jewish family who 
were so poor that when Pesach was 
approaching. they had no money to 
buy either wine or candies or even 
matzot for the Festival. The father, 
a pious man, said to his wife, who 
was weeping bitterly: “ We must have 
faith in God. He will not forsake 
us.” Suddenly, his wife remembered 
that hidden away in a cupboard there 
was still a golden cup of Elijah—a 
remnant of better times——-which they 
had always refused to sell, however 
hungry they might have been. But 
now, rather than fail to celebrate 
Passover in the right way, they 
decided, with a heavy heart, to sell 
the cup. With the money which they 
obtained for it the wife bought al! 
the Passover fare and prepared every- 
thing for the Seder night. 

Just as they were about to begin 
reading the Hagada, a man dressed 
in rags knocked at the door and asked 
to be allowed to spend the Festival in 
that house. “We have little to offer 
you,” said the father, “ but you are 
our welcome guest: and whatever we 
have, we shall gladly share with you.” 
The children were cunous to find out 
who this mysterious stranger might 
be. but he would not answer any ol 
their questions When the Sede 
service was finished the family gave 
up their best room and the only good 
bed they had in order to make thet 
guest comfortable 

Vanished Guest 

However, when they got up. neat 
morning they found that the man in 
rags had gone. No one had seen o: 
heard him depart. The whole famil 
rushed into the street to find out wha! 
had become of their vanished guest 
But none of the neighbours had 
noticed him, nor was he to be seen 
later in the synagogue during the 
morning service | 

In their home. however. they found 
that right in the centre of the lable 
there stood a golden cup which looked 
very familiar. Looking at it more 
closely, they all gasped in amazemen! 
when they discovered that it was the 
very cup which they had been forced 
to sell because of their poverty. Then 
they knew that their strange guest had 
been none other than the prophet 
Elijah, who had visited them in orde: 
to help them in their misery. From 
that time onwards evervithing went 
well with them. and thev earned 
enough not only for their own needs 
but also to help others in need. And 
every year, on the two Seder nights. 
they assigned a place of honour in the 
very centre of the table to. their 
precious cup of Elijah.

The colophon, which is in rhymed 
prose, is so characteristic that I venture 
to translate it: 
My heart has counselled me to reply 
to the questroncr 
Who may ask, “ Who has ornamented 
this 
Then answer him, “It is I, Feibusch 
known as Joel. 
[And 1 did it] for Rabbi Jacob 
Mattithiah (may he live for ever !), 
the son of Rabbi Z., the godly man. 


These words ring with an honest 
pride in work well done, and we are 
grateful to Feibusch for remembering 
his obligations to posterity. The artist 
in him, it is clear, would not let his 
name willingly die. 

In keeping with the impressive 
appearance of the rest of the manu- 
script is the binding. For this forms 
one of the outstanding examples of 
Renaissance workmanship tooled 
calf, adorned with superbly cut figures. 
The leather is unfortunately somewhat 
damaged 

Such, in brief outline, is a descrip- 
tion of this incomparable Hagada. Is 
it too much to hope that a wealthy 
compatriot may be induced to under- 
write the cost of reproducing it In a 
form worthy of its contents ? So 
laudable a project would do much to 
quicken appreciation of Jewish art and 
pride in its achievements

MOSHE KUSSEVITSKY 


Moshe Kussevitsky is probably the 
greatest living exponent of cantoral 
singing jn traditional East 
European style, and his recital at the 
Albert Hall on Wednesday of last 
week was therefore something of an 
event. His voice 1s of great range 
and remarkable purity, afd he can 
sustain melody with a very high tesst- 
tura with amazing ease. Naturally, 
perhaps, most of his liturgical pieces 
were drawn from his own composi- 
tions, but these were so faithful to the 
tradition as to be lacking in originality. 
though they served admirably to show 
off his masterly runs and shakes and 
all other vocal tricks that are, or were. 
the East European cantof’s stock- 
in-trade. He has raised cantoratura 
to a perfection of virtuosity. and we 
are not likely to hear another like him 
again. If one came away thinking his 
performance was all soul and no spirit. 
at least there was no doubt of the soul. 
And perhaps in his own Beth EI Syna- 
gogue in New York he adds the 
emotional quality that .was largely 
lacking on Wednesday. The London 
Jewish Male Choir. under Martin 
White, collaborated in some of the 
liturgical pieces, and contributed items 
from their own repertoire. 


ANNA ZAHAROVA 


A short lunchtime recital, given by 
Anna Zaharova at St. Botolph’s Church 
Bishopsgate, on Thursday of last week. 
imiroduced to us a young artist with 
beautifully clear right-hand technique. 
and the delicate passages in Schumann's 
Papillons and Pick-Mangiagallis La 
Ronde d'Aritle had a bell-glass purity. 
Inevitably, Brahms’s two  ‘ntermezzi 
sounded thick and muddy im texture, 
owing to the building's rcsonanj acoustics. 
and in any case they are a little beyond 
her grasp at the moment. Chopins A 
Fiat Polonaise also suffered from the 
same trouble. Ihe crescendo passage 
in the left hand in the middle section was 
not brought up clearly, nor did it emerge 
against the melody in the right hand 
Which prompts the reflection that artists 
need to choose their programmes care- 


fully to suit the hall But we would 
certainly like to hear Anna Zaharova 
again. mA .S 


CELEBRITY CONCERT

ISRAELI BOY PIANIST 
Television Appearance

Twelve-year-old Daniel Barenboim, 


the Israeli boy pianist who gave a 
performance on television last week, 
is to give a public concert in London.

He has already given concerts at the 
Salzburg Music Festival, Vienna, Paris, 
Rome, and Zurich 

The boy has a Trepcrtoire of 145 works 
and his skill has been. praised by many 
conductors, imecluding Rafael . Kubelik. 
His father and mother are both musicians 

Born in Buenos Artres. where his father 
was the conductor of the Jewish Youth 
Federation’s choir, Danrel showed 
exceptional skill from a very early age 

he gave his first public recital when 
he was seven years old Afterwards he 
was’ invited to appear with. Argentine 
orchestras, and in 1952. when still only 
nine, he appeared at the Salzburg Music 
Festival. 

Three years azo Mr. and Mrs. Baren- 
boim took the boy with them to Israel, 
where they are now setticd. Mr. Baren- 
boim was anxious that Daniel should 
be brought up in a thoroughly Jewish 
atmosphere. 


NEW ISRAELI FILM 


The private showing in London on 
Thursday of last week. of “ Hill 24° the 
new Israch film, had a warm reception, 
and there will be many who will con- 
gratulate the Sikor Film Co. on its 
success. There have been few Israeli 
films which have attained the high level 
reached in this production. Yet to a 
Jewish public the film has several short- 
comings which detract: from its value and 
which are bound to reduce to an even 
greater extent its appeal to a non-Jewish 
audience. 

Why was it necessary to introduce the 
highly distasteful scene in the Negev with 
the former Nazi hehting on the side of the 
Egyptians ? The argument between the 
dying Nazi and the Isracli soldier is quite 
unnatural and only lessens the tension. 

These minor points tend to create the 
impression that the producers were 
influenced by the desire to over-emphasise 
aspects of the Isracli battle. The scenic 
beauty and the excellent performance of 
the artists, however, go to make the film 
a worth-while spectacle

The appeal as put out by Izvestia 
States that the cight rabbis as “ the leaders 
of the largest religious communities im 
the Soviet Union” welcome and fully 
support the appeal of the Bureau of the 
Wor]d Peace Council against the prepara- 
tion of an atomic war 

After referring to the tragic conse- 
guences of the atom bombing. of 
Hiroshima. the rabbis state that “ the 
fundamental nature of the Jewish religion 
is life-affirming" and they quote the 
passage in Deuteronomy (xxx, 19) in 
which Moses said: “I have set before 
thee life and death. the blessing and the 
curse: therefore choose life, that thou 
mayest live, thou. and thy seed.” The 
appeal ends with a quotation from 
Psalm civ: “Let simmers cease out of 
the earth and let the wicked be no more.” 

The report from Izvestia, which also 
published an appeal of Moslem leaders 
m Central Asia and Kazakhstan to the 
same effect. gives the signatures of the 
rabbis in the following order: Shlifer.

Israel's 1£631,000,000 budget was 
passed by the Knesset last week, on 
the eve of its adjournment. The 
estimates include ordinary and defence 
expenditure and allocations for 
development. 

Supplementary estimates totalling 
1£51,000,000 for the past year were passed. 
despite the opposition of the General 
Zionists, who abstained from voting. 
They disagreed with the distribution of 
these additional funds tor ordinary 
expenditure. They argued that at least 
1£16,000,000 should be reserved for 
immigration, especially as Jews in North 
Africa were clamouring to enter Isracl 
and could not be transferred speedily 
through lack of funds. 

This opposition has angered members 
of Mapai who are now threatening to 
refuse to support the General Zionist 
demands for changes in the Electoral 
Law. But second thoughts may prevail 
before the Knesset reassembles on May 9. 


JERUSALEM “CLEAN-UP” 
PROMISED

JERUSALEM 
The five-member committee 
appointed by the Israeli Government 
to take over the affairs of the Jeru- 
salem Municipality pending the elec- 
tions next July began its duties on 
Monday. 


Mr. S. B. Yeshaya, the District Com- 
missioner for Jerusalem, who is Chairman 
of the committee, has promised a “ general 
reform and clean-up’ in the affairs of 
the municipality. 

Last-minute efforts to maintain the 
present Municipal Council failed. It had 
been suggested that the Mayor, Mr. Y, 
Kariv (Mizrachi), remain nominal head 
of the municipality until the elections, 
but that he should take leave of absence. 

Ihe committee appointed by the 
Ministry of Justice to suggest reforms in 
the affairs of the municipality has recom- 
mended that the mayor be elected directly 
by citizens or appointed § by the 
Government. 


U.S.A. ANTISEMITE TO PAY RABBI $30,000

New YorK 

A New Jersey jury has awarded 
$30,000 damages to Rabbi Joachim 
Prinz, of Newark, New Jersey, who 
recently filed a suit for libel against 
Conde McGinley, the owner and 
editor of an antisemitic journal, 
“Common Sense.” 

On April 1, 1952, McGinley, writing in 
“Common Sense,” said: “Red Rabbi 
Joachim Prinz, of Newark, who, not un- 
lke Albert Einstein, was expelled from 
Germany for revolutionary Communistic 
activities, 1s the honorary Vice-President 
of the American Jewish Congress.” Rabbi 
Prinz, who has been in the United States 


since 1937, and a minister of the Temple 
B'nai Abraham in New Jersey since 1939, 
said that the siatement was false and 
motivated by antisemitism. He main- 
tained that he was not expelled from 
Germany for Communist activities and 
said that he had always opposed Com- 
munism. He told the court that he had 
been ordered out of Germany by the 
yestapo. 

The defence introduced Mr. Benjamin 
H. Freedman, a retired soap manufacturer, 
to give “expert opinion on Zionism, 
Marxism, and Communism.” Mr. Freed- 
man, who stated that he came of “* Jewish 
parentage and extraction’ and had been 
a member of the anti-Zionist American 
Council for Judaism, said, under cross- 
examination, that he had made available 
to McGinley more than $10,000 and less 
than $100,000, 


ACADEMIC CHANGES AT 
HEBREW UNIVERSITY 


Governors Set up Standing 
Committee

JERUSALEM 

Before concluding its biennial meet- 
ing here last Sunday, the Board of 
Governors of the Hebrew University 
set up-a new body—i will be known 
as the Standing Committee of the 
Board—which will have all powers of 
the Board except the right to appoint 
officers, hold elections, and amend the 
constitution, 

The 80-member Board will continue to 
meet every two years. The new 
committee, which will consist of ten 
Israclis and ten persons from abroad, 
will meet biennially—that is in the year 
that the Board does not meet. 

Protessor Mazar and Professor Evenari 
were re-clected President and Vice- 
President of the University respectively. 
Mr. Ben-Zvi was elected Hon. President : 
Professor Einstcin, Hon. President of the 
Board of Governors: Dr. George Wise, 
Chairman; and Professor Norman 
Benitwich, Mr, Joseph Maizer (U.S.A,), 
Mr. .Danicl Auster (Jerusalem), Mr. 
S. S. Miron (Tel Aviv) Mr. Alan 
Bronfman (Canada), Sir Henry d’ Avigdor- 
Goldsmid, and Dr. Alec Lerner, Vice- 
Chairmen. 

Iwo important academic changes were 
discussed. The first, proposed by the 
Minister of Education, Professor Dinur, 
called for the development of the School 
of Education (in the Faculty of Humani- 
tics) into a full faculty (making it the 
seventh faculty at the University). The 
Suggestion was referred to the new 
Standing Committee 

The second change, approved by the 
Board, provides for the establishment of 
a Department for Studies in the Science 
of Religions. This department for post- 
graduates will, in the early stages, confine 
itself to studies of monotheistic religions. 
lt was emphasised that the approach 
would be purely academic and scientific 
and im no sense that of a school of 
divinity. 

One of the Board's six working com- 
mittees dealt with staff problems and 
recommended higher salaries for pro- 
fessors and lecturers, better living con- 
ditions, and more frequent visits abroad. 


MASS INOCULATION

JERUSALEM 

All Israeli children between the ages 
of six months and three years—total- 
ling between 100,000 and 120,000— 
are to be inoculated against polio- 
myelitis this month, it was announced 
here by the Ministry of Health this 
week. 

This decision has been made in view of 
the increasing incidence of polio in this 
age soup Since the 1950 epidemic. It has 
been made possible by a gift to Israel from 
the United States National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis of 600 litres of the 
newly developed Salk vaccine. ‘Israel will 
be the first country outside America to 
use the vaccine on a national scale. 

Immunisation is to be carried out by 
100 teams, each consisting of a doctor, 
(wo nurses, and two clerks. Some months 
ago the Israeli Ministry of Health arranged 
for experiments to be carried out in pro- 
ducing the vaccine, and three biochemical 


laboratories are now engaged in explora- 
tory work.

Four other Isracli cars were reported 
to have struck mines in the Gaza border 
area last week-end. 

At a meeting last week the Mixed 
Armistice Commission found that a group 
of trained men had crossed into Israeli 
territory on March 27 and laid a mine 
on a track used by Israch patrols 

A resolution approved by the U.N. 
Chairman of the Commission noted the 
“ aggravation caused by these repeated 
acts by Egypt against Israc! to the already 
serious Situation prevailing along tm 
demarcation line.”’ 

Mr. Sharett has had several! talks wih 
the United Staics Ambassador in the past 
few weeks. It is understood that follow 
ing last week's mecting of the Secuny 
Council to discuss the Gaza bordef su 
tion, the U.S.A. approached both Egypt 
and Isracl and urged them to enero 
restraint.
